Rafter 1 o'clock- this'afternoon a terrific 


explosion occurred In tbe 'basement of 
the two story brick building at Nos. 1(533 
and 10.19 Larimer street, occupied by the 
Denver Fire Clay company, resulting in 
tho death of President Boswortu of Oie 
Denver Fire Ciay company. 
It Is sup- 


posed that a gentleman named Lynd, 


' who was In the office at the time of the 


explosion, was also killed, as he Is miss- 


• 
Ing, and could only bave escaped by a 


. miracle. It is also stated that there were 


several cm;iloyi;s In tlTc basement, and 
as they have not bceL seen since tbe ter- 
rible accident, it Is possible thai they, 
too. have perished. 


Mr. W. T. Cornwall, secretary of the 


company, was standing near the front 
door when the explosion occurred, nnd 
was thrown with 
violence 
into the 


street, a distance of about twenty feet, 
but fortunately was but slightly injured. 


The explosion was a most terrific one. 


shaking the buildings perceptibly for a 
distance of at least a block around 
Fo! 


lowing Instantaneously an Immense sheet 
of name shot nearly across tbe street, 
illuminating the scene for a gvcnt dls- 
tsnce around, and 
almost before an 


aluim could be turned lo, the whole 
front of the building win one mass of 
flame. Tbe entire fire department was 
upon the scene in less than flve minutes, 
and within a quarter of an hour tbe 
flames had been subdued, leaving a 
charred and shattered shell to mark the 
scene of devastation. 


The building was occupied upon the 


first floor by the' Denver Kire Clay com- 
pany, and upstairs by Von Scboltz & 
'Low, chemists and »isayers. So far as 
could be learned nobody upon the sec 
ond floor was Injured. At this writing 
it is imposolble to tell how many people 
were fn the building at tbe time of tbe 
explosion. Most fortunately It was at 
tbe noon hour and the men who are gen- 
erally about the building were at tbelr 
lunch, and it seems probnblc that none 
bt/1 Mr. Dosworth were killed. Tbe people 
all along Larimer street for a full block 
were badly frightened. At the big earn- 
bling house, only two doors away, fully 
fifty wen were jogiged ID plac'og tbelr 
money on tbe erecu cloth. When the 
deafening sound reached their earn every 
cheek was blanched, and business w»> 
immediately suspended. 


"" Mr. W. T. Cornwall said: 
"I was sit 


ting at my desk. Just at tbe right ol the 
open doors, when I heard an explosion 
nod tbe next thing I knew I was flylne 
through the air. 
I lit on my hands and 


kncts on the sidewalk and at I looked 
behind me I law a cloud of flame burst 
from tin- doors and Immediately Ibe 
large plate glu> windows were broken 


• in a million pieces. 
I sprang to my feet

pieces by the falling gl««" and rushed 
away. I was just In tlme> The-glass f«ll 
as I left tbe sidewalk. Several people 


« who were pusing at the time "ere 


blown half way aer&tt the street and 
cue man was badly cut with broken 
gl">». Mr. Bosworin was working al a 
bench about tbe middle of the store 
room. Be was msking flash light. Tbls 
material Is made from highly explosive 
Ingredients, which have to be propor- 
tioned In exactly proper quantities In or- 
der to be effective and not dangerous. 1 
suppose Mr. Botworth In some manner 
used too muah or not enough of some 
material and th* explosion followed." 


The body of Mr. Boswortb w»s found 


on ihe floor to the right of tba entrance, 
burned almost beyond reco«aition. The 
right side .of the benrl WM toiu and 


' scorched, the brains oozing from tbe 


(kail, which W" to>u open by tbe ex- 
plosion. Tne entire body wis shriveled. 
The aic-s and llmh" were enthely with- 
out flesh, and tho white bones were visi- 
ble, 'i ne entrails were protruding and 
bleeding. Tbe patrol wazon took tbe 
mi tot burned fksb to the coroner's 
officer While taking the dead man from 
'the stretcher the aiuis and legs fell from 
the body, so terrible ~wa* the effect of 
the burns. 


Tbe (hipping clerk. Ernest Lunbeck, 


who WM at «urk lo the re>r of tbe 
building w»l thrown against the wall 
by the force of tbe explosion and severely 
cot about tbo bead with gl«n and 
powder. He managed to escape but not i p,OI>j10d .

on the upper floor who escaped. Tbe 
damage to the building and loss on the 
stock is placed at »"?-5.000. The dead man 
wai one of the most prominent men of 
tbe city.
